@ For taxation purposes wines were divided into classes, those from 
France and Germany being one, and those from Spain, Portugal, 
Cyprus, Palma and Madeira being the other. The difference was 
not inspired by political considerations, buc the French and German 
wines were supposed to be light beverage wines, while the other 
wines were sweeter and heavier. For a long time the heavier tax 
made the sale of Portuguese and Spanish wines extremely difficule. 


@ Then the English merchants in Portugal, who controlled much 
of the trade, approached the home government and protested that
